to ask for a reduction at this time are briefly 
these: First, the miners in the central and 
southern partof this State are mining coal at 
from 30 to 55 cents per ton, as against our 80 
cents per ton at Streator and 95 cents at Braid- 
wood, and the rates of freight on long hauls have 
been so reduced in the last two yeurs by the 
Railroad Commissioners of this State that the 
operators in the central and southern part 
of the State have been able to ship 
their coal to our market and haul it 
over the beads of our miners and seli it to our 
trade at less prices than we could possibly make 
and pay the present prices. Second, they have. 
in the last two years been introducing mining 
machines in the central and southern parts of 
the State by which, with their eight-foot vein of 
coal, they are able to put their coal on cars at 50 
cents per ton, while our coal cannot be produced 
and placed on cars at less than $1.25 and puy the 
present prices. We have been holding 75 per 
cent ot our trade for the last year at prices 
which paid us no profit, hoping that some turn in 
the trade might enable us te continue to pay the 
present prices. 

The mines now on a strike are nearer Chicago 
and the Northwest than any mines in this State, 
and it is reasonable to expect that as this is our 
only market for our coal we ought to be able to 
mine it at prices that would enable us to hold 
the trade. If we cannot hold this trade, having 
no other market, we must close our mines, but 
this market belongs to us and our miners, and 
they ought to be willing to mine their coal at 
comparatively as low rates as the miners in the 
central and southern part of the State. They 
are paying 55 cents per ton for mining at Spring- 
field ina vein of the same thickness as the 
Streator vein, while we have been paying 80 
cents. Mr. Ross having been a miner, and 
Knowing well the conditions of mining at Streat- 


or and Springfield, knows well that a man in 


the Streator mines can earn as much or more at 
the same price fer mining at Streator as he can 
in Springfield. Thisbeing the case why should 
we pay a higher price iu Streator than is paid in 
Springfield, thus enabling the operator in Spring- 
field to mine his coal cheap enough to ship it into 
our market and take our trade. At Springfield 
it costs the miner 10 cents per ton for powder, 
while at Streator his powder only costs him 2% 
cents per ton, se that by right if the mining price 
at Springfield is 55 cents per ten, and the miner 
can make just as much money at 50 cents per ton 
at Streator as the miner at Springfield can make 
at 55 cents, we ought not to pay at Streator over 
50 cents per ton. These facts are all well 
known te Mr. Ross, but of course he, being 
a miner, ana having been elected to the Legisia- 
ture by their votes, cannot give his consent to 
a reduction in the prices of mining, no matter 
how just the demand is, without losing the sup- 
port of the miners’ vete, and it can readily be 
seen that Mr. Ross in his interview does not 
come down to the real necessities of the case, 
but goes back te an agreement which was made 
in 1885 between the operators und miners of the 
four States, which the operators in the northern 
part of this State lived up to until they found 
their trade was being taken from them by 
the miners in the ocentral and southern 
part of § the State, who were and 
are still working below the scale fixed 
for them, and who never went into this inter- 
State agreement. We have always paid our 
miners higher prices than any operators in 
either of the four States above named, and are 
still willing to pay them all we can afford to pay 
and hold our only market as against the mines 


who are trying to find a market in Chi ‘and 
the Northwest for their surpius coal. Our min- 
ers at Braidwood have considered the situauon 
fairly, and bave become satisfied that the price 
we have offered them is ali that we can afford to 
pay, and about 600 of them have signed con- 
tracts and agreed to go to work at the price of- 
fered provided we could protect them. 

At the first attempt made to resume work 
during the last week a mobof about 1,000 men 
surrounded our shaft, threatened the men who 
were going to work, and drove them away, and 
the Mayor of Braidwood, feeling that he had not 
sufficient force to protect the men, called on the 
Sheriff of Will County, and he is now in posses - 
sion oi the mines, and, after witnessing some of 
the demonstrations that have been made in the 
field for the last few days, he has notified the 
Governor that he will have to call on the militia 
for protection, aad the Governor has assured 
him that he will send the militia there if neces- 
sary. ; 

While the present reduction is not what we 
ought to have to put us on a par with mining 
prices in the central and southern part ot this 
State and enable us to hold our trade, yet as 
we have made the offer and our Braidwood men 
have accepted it and signed contracts, as we be- 
lieve in good faith, and expressed a willingness 
to go to work, we feel now that we cannot do less 
than démand protection from the officers of the 
law for our men who are being. threatened with 
violence if they resume work.

ANOTHER CARD FROM MR. SWEET. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
I notice in your Sunday’s issue a telegram from 
Braidwood in which the writer says the Sheriff 
went to Chicago Saturday to ask President 
Sweet to withdraw him from this scene, as his 
presence only excited the strikers. He said that 
the citizens of Braidwood joined with him in 
this request, that he had talked with various 
business men, who seemed te sympathize with 
the strikers, claiming that nothing in the coal 
market demanded a reduction in the pay of the 
men. the greater proportion of whom averaged 
only 50 cents per day of ten hours’ work. In 
reply to this let me say that the. situation at 

Braidwood today, I think, has eonvinced Sheriff 
Huston and the business men that his presence 
and also that of the militia is needed there to 
preserve order. 

It will be seen from the message sent the Gov- 


senting to a withdrawal of the Sheriff. Over 600 
of ourmen have signed contracts and are anx- 
ious to resume work, and they are enfitied to 
protection by the State, and we shall insist upon 
protection to our property and to them. One of 
the reasons why the men have not made more in 
that feld is because we have been paying such 
high prices that a larger number of men have 
come there for work than can be employed, and 
as the work has continued to be slack all winter, 
on account of our inability to meet the prices 
which are made for us by the competing mines 
in the southern partof the State—while there 
was actual work for only one-fourth of 
the men they have insisted upon hav- 
ing what there was divided among the whole 
number. Of course where there is work for only 
one man it cannot be expected that where that 
work is divided among four men they will all 
make good wages. This is the condition of things 
at the present time, and if we continue to pay 
the present price of mining another year it will 
result either in the mines being run ataloss to 
the company or closing them entirely and let the 
men seek work elsewhere. Weknow that the 
men cannot make big wages at the prices we 
offer, and it is our imtention to reduce te num- 
per of menemployed and try and give those re. 
maining more steady work, so as to enable them 
to make as moch or more at the reduced price

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ROESING IS A WINNER. 


THE COUNCIL SAYS HE SHALL DRAW 
TRE INTEREST ON CITX FUNDS, 


Ald. Arthur Dixon Makes a Good Fight 
Against Big Odds, Including Ald. Camp- 
bell in the Chair—An Exciting Debate 
Results in a Vote of 27 to 20—Dixon's 
Speech — Campbell’s Queer Ruling — 
Other Matters of Interest. 


Read the charter and you'll see the hy- 
pocrisy of your remarks.” 

“Hypocrisy? Tou are the incarnation of 
hypocrisy. You know nothing else.” 

“ Your remarks show your hypocrisy.” 

My remarks are out and out. Noone can 
ever tell what your remarks mean.”’ 

“Can the Council afford to be guided by 
the opinion of some shyster or police court 
lawyer in preference to the opinion of the 
paid law officer of the city, the Corporation 
Counsel!“ 

These pleasantries passing between Ald. 
Arthur Dixon, McGillen, and Harris are speci- 
mens of the dialogues that were carried oa in 
tne City Couucil last evening. In one of the 
stormiest sessions that tne Council ever haa 
the attempt to enable the city to receive the 
interest of the city’s money by depositing the 
funds under the order of the Council was 
defeated by a vote of 27 to 20. The power of 
the City Treasurer was clearly felt. Ald. 
Dixon made a strong fight against tremen- 
dous odds, receiving a little help from Ernst, 
Madden, and Summertield. He had to fight 
the entire Democratic side of the house, ex- 
cept Ernst, with Ald. Campbell assisting 
them from the chair. 

The matter came up as a special order on 


Chairman of the Finance Committee recom- 
mending that in accordance with the ordi- 
nance passed March 25 the city’s funds be 
deposited in certain banks, and the two re- 
ports of the Judiciary Committee—the ma- 
jority report, recommending that the order 
to place the money in the name of the city 
be passed, while the minority report recom- 
mended that the order be placed on file. 
THE MAYOR ABSENT. 

Mayor Cregier was not present. Treasurer 
Roesing occupied a seat next to Chairman 
Campbell. Corporation Counsel Hutchinson 
kept in the rear part of the hall. He was de- 
nounced by all who werein favor of giving 
the interest on the city funds to the City 
Treasurer. His opinion deciaring that the 
city had the right to deposit the funds where 
it saw fit was assailed in violent language, 
and Ald. Cullerton said the Corporation 
Counsel did not dare assert anywhere that 
the rights of the city in that regard were un- 
disputed. 

Ald. Harris, who had signed the minerity 

report, objected to the passage of the ordi- 
nance. The report of the majority, he said, 
had not carried out the ordinance, as no pro- 
posals had been received from any banks, as 
provided by the ordinance. The Mayor and 
Controller simply stated that they believed 
it was to the interest: of the city 
to deposit the funds in certain banks. 
Nothing was said about anything that the 
banks would pay fer the money. The city 
had no right to use the money tor any other 
purpose than to liquidate the obligations of 
the city. It should not take any risks; it 
could not go into business with that money. 
It might as well go inte the coal or the dry 
goods business as to loan it to banks. The 
money collected for municipal purposes was 
emphatically atrust fund. 
_ Ald. Madden said that. bids had been re- 
‘ceived by the committee ana certain banks 
recommended in accordance with those bids. 
He favored the passage of the designating 
ordinance. 

Ald. McGillen was unwilling to make it 
questionable who was responsible for the 
money of the city. The Treasurer was the 
legal cystodian of the money, and the city 
had no authority to become either a pawn- 
broker or a money lender. The Treasurer 
was the legal custodian of the morey by 
law. The doubtful liability of National 
banks on a bond was well known. 

The lobby rewarded McGillen with loud 
applause. 

ARTHUR DIXON’S SPEECH. 

Ala. Dixon asked: Is it not hypocrisy to 
say that the Treasurer is the custodian of 
the funds when the charter says expressly 
tust the City Treasurer shall be required to 
keep all his money in such places as 
the Council may direct? He is sim- 
ply to do the bidding of the charter. 
If the City Council has not the legal right to 


thority, under whose instructions does the 
Treasurer deposit the city’s moneys in 
the same four banks designated in the 
ordinance before us and receive from 
said banks an interest on said deposits the 
sum of $75,000 per year, all of which is con- 
verted to his own use? I answer, he has no 
such right. He has no color of authority for 
‘so keeping the money in defiance of the 
city charter and in disregard for his 
official) oath. There is tonight upwards 
of $8,000,000 ef city money on deposit 
in the four city banks in the name of the 
City Treasurer. This money should be on 
deposit, if at all, in the name of the City of 
Chicago; it is not the Treasurer’s money,it is 
tne people’s. It belongs to the people and 
not to any officeholdér. It is time that this 
long-standing abuse shall be put an end to. 

Besides the $3,000,000 in the banks belong- 
ing to the city there is also, it is estimated, 
nearly $2,000,000 more, collected for city taxes 
and assessments, in the hands of the County 
Treasurer. Thus upwards of $5,000,000 of 
money belonging to the people of Chicago, 
the tax payers, is being used and employed ior 
purposes of private gain by two officials whose 
salaries and compensations are otherwise 
amply provided for by law. The enormous 
sum of money, it is well known, is worth to 
these officials $10,000 per month. How long 
is this state of things tocontinue? The pub- 
lic voice of Chicago declares, in tones that 
cannot be misunderstood by this Council, 
that it shall come to an end now. 

„Where is the city’s money now? Is it not 
in the four banks in question? Are they not 
admitted to be among the soundest banks in 
tne city? But suppose there should 
be a failure to pay over the 
$3,000,000 of public money on deposit, 
who would be hablef The Treasurer, you 
say. But. does anybody imagine that the 
Treasurer could meeta failure like that? 
Why, then the city would look to the bond 
to make good the failure, which is the same 
security offered by these banks to the City 
of Cnicago.”’ 

THE ORDINANCE ENOCKED OUT. 

Ald. Ernst said bonds could be furnished 
that would amply secure the citv. The men 
who signed the bids as officers of the banks 
were the same as those who signed Mr. 
Roesing’s bond. 

Ald. Summerfield favored the ordinance. 

Ald. Cullerton said the question had been 
before the Council as long as he bad been a 
member and he had always taken the posi- 
tion that the poople's money should be used 
as little as possible. Ald. Cullerton went 
over the records since 1869, showing the po- 
sition of the Council on the question. The 
city had no authority, he said, to 
collect interest on the money of the 
people. He spoke about hawking the peo- 
ple's money on the streets and depriving the

STRUCK BLIND BY LIGHTNING. 


‘Terrifying Effects of a THeMUeHolt in 5 
Church Near Hillsboro, Ind. 

DANVILLE, II., May 27.—[Special.|—The 
people in the country near Hillsboro, Fount- 
ain County, Ind., have just erected and ded- 
icated anew church. The Rev. J. C. Myers, 
a prominent evangelist residing at State 
Line, Ind., has been conducting a revival. 
Last evening the church was crowded to suf- 
focation and the windows were all thrown 
open. About 8 o’clock, as Mr. Myers was in 
the midst of his sermon, a smuil, rain cloud 
passed over the church. It only discharged 
one bolt of lightning, which first struck and 
completely destroyed the church chimney, 
and then dividing into branches ran down 
the stovepipes, melting and déstroying tne 
stoves and tearing up the floor before it en- 
tered the ground. Ali the congregation were 
more or less affected, but none of the injuries 
were serious. The main branch of the bolt 
on leaving the chimney descended the pulpit 
chandelier directly over the head of Mr. 
Myers. He jumped high in the air and, 
turning a somerset, fell heavily face down- 
ward on the floor. 

He was ‘thought to be dead, and it was 
more than half an hour before he showed any 
signs of life. On the back of his head where 
the bolt struck is’ a seared place an inch in 
diameter. The face is burned, the eyelids 
badly pufted, and the eyesight gone. His 
friends brought him to Danville this morning 
for treatment, and, aithough able to distin- 
guish large objects, the oculist thinks the 
blindness will be perpetual. 


CHICAGO MEN LOOKING FOR GOLD, 


A Company Preparing to Search for the 
Precious Metal in Maryland. 

Wasnineton, D. C., May 27.—[Special.]—

PRESBYTERIANS EXPRESS SYMPATHY 
IN TEMPERANCE WORK. 


They Refuse; However, to Determine 
Whether Prohibition or High License 
Is the Best Method—The Assembly 
Votes Down an Indorsement of Prohibi- 
tion, but Afterwards Passes a siesolu- 
tion Fu voring It—Heated Discussion on 
Both Sides. 


New Yorx, May 27.—At the afternoon 
session of the Presbyterion General Assem- 
bly today the Rev. Dr. Isaac N. Hayes of 
Pennsylvania, Chairman of the Committee 
on Temperance, presented a report in 
which was embodied a resolution 
expressing sympathy with the movement 
in progress for the complete suppres- 
sion Of the traffic in intoxicating liquors. The 
Rev. J. Logan Sample of Black Hills, Dak., 
offered the followmg substitute: That 
while not indorsing any political party we 
desire to express our heartfelt sympathy with 
the widespread movement in favor of prohi 
bition, and extend to its advocates a hearty 
godspeed.”’ 

Dr. Howard Crosby opposed the substitute 
and said: “I have fought the saloons in this 
city for thirteen years and ought to know 
something about tne subject. There are two 
great principles adopted by Christians 
in this country on the temperance 
question. Both seek the destruction of 
the saloon. One 1s prohibition and 
the other high-license. It would be a great 
mistake for the Presbyteman Church to de- 
termine which is the best method for the 
purpose. If prohibition was made the law in 
New York State the number of saloons would 
be multiplied. The Prohibitionists are a po- 
litical party and we have no right to pledge 
our adherence to any political body.“ ö 

In reply to Dr. Crosby Dr. Sample said 
thas he advocated prohibition because it was 

Scriptural, and he considered it a sad day for 
the temperance cause when a large body like 
the assembly could not bid it godspeed. 

Again Dr. Crosby arose and said: What 
right has Dr. Sample to say that constitution- 
al prohibition is the only thing that will con- 
quer the saloon? I say it would result in free 
rum. Both prohibition and high license 
are political questions, and we have no right 
to ally ourselves to either side. Let us talk 
it down and condemn, but don’t let us take 
either side.“ 

The Rev. Joseph M. Wright of Kansas 
agreed with Dr. Sample. 

By a vote of 210 to 105 the substitute was 
laid on the table. 

The question then came on the adoption of 
the original resolution. 

Dr. Duffield of Princeton offered to amend 
by substituting Dr. Sample’s resolution with 
the word constitutional “ stricken out. 

This amendment was tabled by a vote of 
166 to 146. The original resolution, which 
reads as follows, was adopted: 

a That we heartily reiterate the 
deliverance of former Assemblies upon this 
whole subject and express our warm sympa- 
thy with the widespread popular movement

MANY REGISTERED LETTERS MISSING. 
Eighty-five Packages of Registered Mail 
Disappear in a Wen Way. 


into a state of excitement yesterday morning 
by the discovery of a shortage of eighty-five 
of registered mail. The discovery 
was made by one of the clerks who relieved 
the night clerk, and who took tne latter’s 
receipt for the letters. When the entries 
were checked over the discrepancy was dis- 
covered. A. R. Howard, Superintendent of 
the Registry Division, was at once notified. 
He made a careful examination of the books 
and verified the shortage. Postmaster Sex- 
ton was notified and Inspector Parcell was 
called. The doors were locked and an exam- 
ination more thorough than before 
was made by the three men. Noth- 
ing was found that would serve to 
clear the mystery. It was learned, how- 
ever, that the clerks in the registry depart- 
ment had been in the habit of leaving the 
receipting until twelve hours after the mat- 
ter had actually been turned over, a new 
corps of clerks coming on duty in the mean- 
time. The packages were in this way traced 
to two clerks, who have been suspended 
pending an investgation. ‘‘There is no cer- 
tainty that the packages have been stolen,” 
said Postmaster Sexton. ‘‘We discovered 
that the clerks have been running the busi- 
ness in that department in a loose manner. 
For instance, where one clerk was in a hurry 
to get away he would put off taking the 
receipts for the packages from the man who 
relieved him until he in turn came to relieve 
the other. They trusted to each. other’s 
honor. I hope that in this case these letters 
have gone on to their destination.” : 

There is another way for an error to oc- 
cur, and it frequently does happen. It is for 
the letters to be made up in a package 
then be placed in the wrong pouch. For 
I know these missing letters may be on their 
way to San Francisco in a pouch where they 
were placed by mistake.” 

Col. Sexton does not think the amount of 
money in the letters was large. Eighty-five 
packages, he said, made but a small bundle, 
and it wasonly a few weeks before thata 
pouch of registered Jetters had disappeared 
for several days. It had been sent in the 
wrong direction, and when it came back all 
right it was ascertuined that the value of its 
several hundred letters was 621. 

Suspicion has not been directed against 
any one as yet, although the two clerks 
whose names the Postmaster refused te give 
have been suspended. It might be possible, 
Col. Sexton explained, for some ex-employé 
who had not surrendered his badge to pass 
the watchmen and commit the theft.

“Thad seen in the newspapers that John A. 
Mahoney had introduced P. O. Sullivan to 
Dr. Cronin in the office of the latter a few 
days previousto his disappearance.

Mr. Coakiey’s testimony in this respect is 
fully corroborated by others, and Sullivan 
himself acknowledges that he was wrong 
when he said that his first introduction to 
Cronin was the week after the election.

TALKING OVER THK PROSECUTION, 


A Conference at the State’s Attorney's 
Office—Frank Woodruff Cornered. 

William J. Hynes, Luther Laflin Mills, 
and other friends of the late Dr. Cronin had 
a prolonged conference yesterday with the 
authorities at the State’s Attorney’s office in 
reference to the form of the prosecution 
that might follow the Coroner’s inquest; also 
as to the order of procedure in that case. 
There were present, besides the attor- 
neys, T. T. Conklin, who produced Dr. 
Cronin’s papers, Mayor Creyier for a part 
ofthe time, Corporation Counsel Hutchin- 
son, Superintendent Hubbard, and State’s 
Attorney Longenecker. Dr. Cropin’s papers 
were produced, marked, and stored away in 
the State’s Attorney’s safe for future refer- 
ence. It was not deemed necessary to go 
into a discussion of them. The statementa 
made by various parties bearing directly on 
the murderers were gone over and carefully 
considered. Frank Woodruff’s statement 
was deemed of special importance. 

The State’s Attorney had an interview 
with Woodruff Saturday, when that wily 
person involved himself in numerous con- 
tradictions. In try to explain those con- 
tradictions it is said be made some admis- 
sions. It is stated that he acknowledged that 
he knew more about the trunk conveyance 
than he bad told the police.

People at McCoy's Hotel Say the Man Was 
Generally Hard Up. 

The register at McCoy’s Hotel shows that 
Peter McGeehan arrived at the house Feb. 
17. The bookkeeper’s account shows that he 
left March 18. Between these two dates 
room No. 532 was at his disposai, and, as far 
as the hotel people can recollect, he occupied 
It every night, with one or possibly two ex- 
cepuons.

AN ALIBI FOR MoGEEHAN., 

There are a number of people at Pullman 
and Kensington who say positively that 
they saw McGecehan on the nignt of Dr. 

John — and 
George Burns. two brothers who 
lived at Mrs. Morrisey’s boarding-house 
on Watt avenue, Pullman, where McGeeban 
also lived, say positively that McGeehan 
wasinthe house playing cards the night of 
May4. Mrs. Morrisey and a chambermaid 
in the house are also sure that they saw Mc-

the most positive statement is furnished by 
Officer Malone of the Hyde Park force. Mr. 
Maione came into town to attend a dance the 
nightof May 4. He is positive as to the date, 
and he has the invitation to support his 
word. He left Kensington at 7:58 p. m., and 
while standing on the platform waiting for 
the train he chatted for several minutes with 
McGeehan. Malone is sure there can be no 
possibility that he is mistaken, and he is 
ready to make oath to the fact. 

Superintendent Dows of the iron depart- 
ment of the Pullman Works was asked last 
night what he knew of McGeehan’s record at 
the shops. 

“T hired McGeehan on the recommenda- 
tion of Lieut. Kane,” said Mr. Dows. “I 
looked up the recérd today and find he was 
discharged April 13. He worked about two 
weeks, so he must have begun near the Ist 
of April.“ 

It will be noticed that these dates do not 
agree with those given by Lieut. Kane by 
nearly three weeks. McGeehan wrote to 
the McCoy Hotel to have his grip sent him, 
and the records of the express office show it 
Was received March 30, and receipted for in 
McGeehan’s own hand. This would corre- 
spond with the date given by Superintendent 
—— as the one on which McGeehan went to 
work.

THIS LOOKS LIKE BIL STARKEY. 


The Jury Bribing Fugitive’s Record in Con- 
znecticut— He May Yet Be Arrested. 
NEw Lonk, May 7.— Special. A New 


Haven special says: It will be remembered 


that shortly after Dr. Cronin's disappearance 


it was reported that he had been seen in To- 


ronto. Alleged interviews were sent to the 
Chicago papers, and through that source 
were scattered broadcast throughout the 
country. Among those who, it was alleged, 
had not only seen but had conversed wich Dr. 
Cronin, was one William J. Starkey, a former 


resident of this city. Starkey’s record here 


is a thoroughly bad one, and his statements, 
coupied with the discovery of Dr. Cronin’s 


body, convince many of the reputable Irish- 


American residents of this city that Cronin 


has been a victim of a villainous conspiracy 


which none of them will countenance. 

Starkey’s history in this State is somewhat 
remarkabie. He was appointed Clerk of the 
City Court iu 1873 by the Hon. Lynde Harri- 
son, and was subsequently reappointed in 
1875 by Judge James F. Babcock. 

One fine morning Starkey turned up $4,000 
short in his accounts. He skipped the town 
between a Saturday night and a Sunday 
morning. Judge Babcock, who appointed 
Starkey, dropped dead on the bench within a 
few hours after learning of the rascality of 
his clerk. Not a cent of the money stolen by 
Starkey was ever recovered. An effort was 
made to compel his bondsmen to make good 
to the City Treasury the amount Starkey had 
pocketed, but wituout success. The same 
political pull which kept Starkey out of 
State’s prison saved his bondsmen. 

The fugitive from justice kept away from 
Connecticut fora numberof years, but he 
finally showed up as brazen-faced as ever. He 
has visi New Haven several times since 
his escapade, but has never been molested.

Scott of California, at Shasta, 
A LYNCHING PARTY IN MICHIGAN. 


Citizens of Port Huren Form a Mob and 


Drag a Negro to His Death. 

Port Huron, Mich., May 27.—Albert Mar- 
tin, ine mulatto who so brutally assaulted 
Mrs. John Gillis, wife of a farmer living near 
this city, about two weeks ago, was taken 
from the county jail about 2 e’clock this 
morning by a masked mob and lynched. 
Ever since the outrage occurred there has 
been considerable taik of lynching, but the 
factof its being talked so openly led the 
Sheriff and police to pay no attention to it. 
About 26’clock Turnkey La Roche opened 
the door, when he was confronted by three 
strangers wearing masks. They seized La 
Roche and demanded the keys. He said he 
dia not have them. They then choked, beat, 
and dragged him into the street, where avout 
fifty masked men rushed him around the 
corner. The members of the mob were 
armed with revoivers, and a few had sledge- 
hammers, with which they soon battered 
down the iron doors. 

The door of Martin’s cell was not locked. 
A noose was quickly made in a long rope 
which the lynchers carried, and it was 
slipped over bis neck while he was vet in 
bed. The other end of the rope reached out 


to the street, where it was held by not less 


than fifty willing hands. With a blood-curd- 
ling yel. the men started onarun. Martin 
was unable toregain his feet, and he was 
dragged through the Sheriff’s office out to 
street. His head struck a coal stove with 
such force as to turn it half way around. 
Amid shouts and firing of reyolvers the in- 
furiated mass of men headed for the Seventh 
street bridge, three blocks away. They had 
to turn two street corners on their way, 
and as they made the turn by the 
Baptist church the wretch’s head caught 
in the stone covering to tue gutter. No ef- 
fort was made to extricate bim, and the halt 
was only lone enough to give a terrible tug 
on the rope, by which the body was released. 
The noose on the rope had loosened and the 
knot, being in front, slipped over the wretch’s 
chin and into his mout It was then tight- 
ened until his lower jaw was pulied down on 
his neck ina manner which must have caused 
the.victim terrible suffering. Arriving av 
the bridge one end of the rope wag slung 
over ap iron stringer and Martin was swung 
off. His body, which by this time must have 
been lifeless, was left hanging, and with a 
few parting shots the mob quitted the scene. 
No attempt was made to arrest any member 
of the mob. It is thought it was composed 
of Mr. Gillis’ neighbors. 


SUSPICION AMONG THE MINISTERS. 


The Presbyterian 
Compiaias of the Distrust Exhibited. 
New YORK, May 27.—The eleventh day of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly opened with the 
usual devotional exercises.

INVESTIGATION OF LIVE STOCK vs. 
.DRESSED MEAT RATES, 


The Inter-State Commission Takes Up the 
Complaints of Discrimination Made by 
the Chicago Board of Trade and John 
F. Squire of Boston—Round Trip Ex- 
cursion Rates—A Shipper to Be Prose- 
cuted in the Ceurts—Other Items— 
Notes. | 


Chairman Cooley and Commissioners Morrison 
and Bragg of the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion yesterday commenced the hearing of the 
complaints of the Chicago Board of Trade against 
the roads between Chicago and Missouri River 
points, charging them with discrimination 
in favor of Iowa and Missouri River pack- 
ers by making materially higher rates 
on live hogs (the raw material) than on pack- 
ing house products (the manufactured arti- 
cle), and of John P. Squire of Boston against the 
Eastern roads, charging discrimination in not 
making proper relative rates on cattle and 
Gressed beef. The hearing was had in the large 
club room in the Palmer House. The packers 
of the various points in Iowa and the Mis- 
souri River points were fully represent- 
ed, either in person or by ; 
and there was also present 
Dey, the well known Iowa 
Commissioner, who had come to combat the 
claim of the Chicago Board of Trade that the 
railroads had no right to charge a nigher rate 
for live hogs than for packing house products. 
These Iowa and Missouri River people have been 
favored so long by the railroads that they are 
rather reluctant to give up the advantage, and 
they are prepared to make a strong fight against 
the just demand of the Chicago people, The Chi- 
cago shippers and packers were also well repre- 
sented. Attorney Goudy represented the Chicago 
& Northwestern, B. F. Ayer looked after the in- 
terests of the Illinois Central, Attorney Wheeler 
represented the Santa Fé, and Attorney Dawes 
the Burlington. There were also present Chair- 
man Blanchard of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion, Commissioner Iglehart of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau, Illinois Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioner Wheeler, Chairman Moore

The Squire case was first taken up. Judge 
Wilsen stated that he hoped to prove that live 
hogs can and should be transported at 
less rates than the dressed meat products; 
that the rate on dressed hogs should be at least 
the same as on dressed beef; that the rate on 
live cattle is and should be less than that on 
dressed beef. After Judge Wilson had submitted 
considerable documentary evidence the further 
hearing of the case was postponed to afford op- 
portunity for the introduction of verbal evidence, 

The Board of Trade case was opened by Sid- 
ney Smith, who read the formal complaint, the 
substance of which was the declaration of un- 

ust discrimination in the present rates on live 
ogs and packing-house products from the Mis- 
souri River and Iowa points to Chicago, 

Mr. Cummings, on behalt of the Iowa packers, 
said he intended to prove that the present rates 
had been in effect for the last twenty years, and 


that Chicago packers were at no disadvantage on 


account of the rates on live hogs being higher 
than on packing-house products. 

Paul Morton, General Freight Agent of the 
Burlington, was the first witness examined in be- 
lf of the complainants, and was on the stand 
for several hours. The examination related prin- 
cipally to the relative cost of transportation of 
live hogs and packing-house products. He 
showed that it actually costs more to transport 

acking-house products and dressed meats in re- 
rigerator-cars than to transport live hogs, and 
that there was no good reason for making a 
higher rate on the latter article than on the 
former. 

At the opening of the afternoon session Mr. 
Smith gave notice that the Board of Trade peti 
tion would be amended so as to include all green 
hog products, whether in whole or in part. The 
examination of witnesses was then resumed, 
Those testifying were J. C. Dennison, Assistant 
Secretary of the Union Stock-Yards; J. D. Bes- 
ler, General Superintendent of the Burlington; 
William J. Dee, a Chicago packer; E. D. Moore, 
Manager of the Chicago Car Service Association; 
Car Accountant F. M. Luce of the Northwest- 
ern; and Nelse Morris, the well known 7 
and packer. All these witnesses testified in - 
half of the Chicago Board of Trade. The wit- 
nesses in behalf of the Missouri River and Iowa 
packers will give their evidence today.

Theconference 
was in regard to a suit to be instituted in 
the United States Circuit Court in this 
city against a prominent Chicago shipper, 
who, it is alleged, atiemptea to bribe 
an emplové of the Western Railway Weighing 
Association. The shipper, it is claimed, handed 
the manin charge of one of the scales at the 
Stock-Yards u sum of money upon the under- 
standing that he was to favor him in reporting 
weights. The man accepted the money and 
at once proceeded to-the office of Super- 
intendent Carman of the Western Kan- 
way Weighing Association and reported 
the facts to him. Superintendent Carman 
subsequently refunded the money to the shipper 
after the latter had begged him not to prosecute 
him, and promising not to commit such offense 
again. It is claimed that Mr. Carman acted upon 
the advice of the managersof the roads in his 
association, who did not care to get on bad 
terms with one of their best patrons. Great 
efforts were made. to hush up the matter, 
but it leaked out, nevertheless, and the 
facts in the case were published in Tug 
TRIBUNE about two months ago. The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission made a note of it 
and decided to look into the matter. and it the 
charges were substantiated make an example of 
the offenders. They have already obtained sur- 
ficient evidence to warrap* them in turning tne 
matter over to the District Attorney, who is to 
institute criminal proceedings at once, 


East- Bound Freight Shipments. 

The shipments of east-bound freight of all 
kinds, except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points by the various railroads running 
east from this city during the last week amount- 
ed to 41,198 tons, against 40,633 tons, an increase 
of 565 tons.

Boycotting Patent Stock Cars, 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—An evening 
paper says that the Central Trame Association 
of Chicago has tried to break up the practice of 
shipping cattle in the improved Morris cars, 
which are so arrangea that the animals can be 
watered and fed inside the cars. The use of 
these cars makes it unnecessary to unload cat- 
tle at feeding stations. A number of the big 
trunk lines, among which are the New York 
Central, West Suore, Pennsylvania, and 
Erie, have established feeding stations 
at a cost each of many thousands 
of dollars at regular distances apart in order to 
provide for stock shipment. All these railroads 
are op d to the improved car, and will not 
allow them on their tracks if they can avoid it. 
Shippers of live stock, it appears, cannot oppose 
the transfer of animals by the railroads handling 
them, inasmuch as the companies are responsi- 
bie to them for any damage occurring.

THE SENATE AND THE TRUST CONSPIRA- 
CIES. 

The reader must have noticed that there 
is just now something of a commotion in the 
State Senate on the subject of trust conspira- 
cies against the general public. It originated 
after this fashion: Early in the session two 
anti-trust bills were introduced in the House. 
One was fathered by Mr. Lester of Sanga- 
mon, a novice in the arts of legislation and 
anxious to make a record for himself. His 
production was practically a copy of the 
Kansas bill, a well-matured measure which 
has worked satisfactorily in that State. Mr. 
Tom Merritt, a grizzled legislative veteran, 
handed in a sweeping ana drastic bill. It 
was so sweeping that Tun Trisctne had to 
call attention to the fact that it went as far 
to one extreme in regulation as the trusts in 


after the bill was introduced Tur Trisunz 
said of it: 
Would not these sweeping provisions make it 


doubtful whether two or more firms engaged in a 


strictly private business could enter into a com- 
mon partnership or consolidation? Are they not 
so broad that they would apply to a trades union 
combination of workingmen to advance or fix 
the price of labor? The Merritt bill, which ap- 
plies sweepingly to individuals, companies, or 
corporations, would seem to reach over and be- 
yond the great trust monopolies, and affect ordi- 
nary business nerships and evén the com- 
binations of tr unions. Mr. Merritt should 
modify his bill. The evil to be attacked is the 
combination of corporations holding franchises 
or monopolistic privileges, or of great manipu- 
lators who seek to dominate and: corner the gen- 
eral markets of the country. Legislation against 
trustism should be severe, but care must be ex- 
ercised not to go too far and vex and harass ordi- 
nary private business. 


Mr. Merritt, being a better manager and 
stronger man than little Lester, shouldered 
the billof the latter toone side and pushed 
his own along till it finally passed the House, 
unaltered, by avast majority. There is no 
doubt, however, that most of those who 
voted for it did so believing that the Sefiate, 
which was then understood to be unfriendly 
to trusts, would modify the measure by mak- 
ing those amendments which the House had 
not liked to make so that it might escape a 
row with Merritt, and thus present a good 
protective bill to the people. The belief of 
many was that the Senate would strike out 
allof the Merritt bill except the enacting 
clauss, insert the Lester Kansas bill as an 
amendment, and then send the measure back 
to the House, putting on that body the re- 
sponsibility for the acceptance or defeat of a 
good and effective anti-trust bill. 


worry itself much about Mr. Merritt’s violent, 
radical, sweeping bill. It knew the Senators 
of both parties before the election were 
pledged up to the eyes to hostility to robber 
trusts, and it had no reason to believe they 
had changed their minds after their elec- 
tions and gone back on their party platforms. 

But after the Merritt bill reached the Sen- 
ate, and an attempt was made to take it up 
for a first reading, it was suddenly discov- 
ered thut there was not that strong anti- 
trust sentimentin the Upper House which 
the people thought had existed there. The 
rules couid not be suspended for its consider- 
ation, and even those who professed friend- 
tiness to the bill showed no special zeal in 
their efforts to get ita hearing. This appar- 
ent determinauon on the part of the’ Senate 
to pass no anti-trust bill and to allow none to 
be passed excited general surprise. Such 
conduct was unexpected and unwelcome to 
the people. They nad not thought it possi- 
ble the members of the Senate would leave 
them for two years more in the clutches of 
the monopolists. Out of the harsh remarks

While deeply disappointed by the course of 
the Senate, so different from what had been 
expected of it, and while thinking the con- 
duct of its members inexcusable, Tun Tris- 
UNE does not give credit to the belief that a 
fund of $50,000, whicn Bunn said was raised 
by the trust conspirators, was expended in 
the Senate to prevent legislauon. It does 
not believe that any of the Senators was paid 
money for knifing anti-trust legislation. 
There was no need for the payment of a cent. 

The Sen- 
ators were against the people and for the 
monopolists by uature and by instinct, and 
did not have to be bribed to do what they 
wanted to do. If any such fund as Bunn 
speaks of was raised it is still in the hands of 
the collectors, or the agents wbo were to dis- 
burse it, or has been fooled away on lob- 
byists who falsely pretended they influenced 
the Senators. It is as silly to talk of pribing 
the Senate not to pass an anti-trust bill as to 
talk of bribing the members of a South Car- 
olina Legislature not to pass a bill giving col- 
ored men their rights. 
what others do for hire.” 

Those men who have succeeded in defeat- 
ing trust legislation must not imagine, how- 
ever, that they will be held innocent by the 
people because they took no money for what 
they did. There are otner legislative dere- 
lictions than that of bribe-taxing. One of 
the greatest of them is to have served from 
the beginning to the close of a long session 
as representatives’ not of the people but of 
the trust monopolies and “ corner ” syndic- 
ates.

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THE REVELATIONS IN THE CRONIN CASE. 

The developments m the Cronin case dur- 
ing the last two days point with unmistaka- 
ble certainty to a secret, oath-bound Irish 
organization, popularly known as the Clan- 
na-Gaely’ as the agency in the inner circles 
of which the conspiracy was planned and 
carried out to murder the physician. Every 
man thus far arrested or under suspicion is a 
member of that organization. McGeehan 
was a prominent inner circle member. He 
belonged to the faction which was hostile to 
Dr. Cronin. He was a bitter enemy of the 
doctor. He is charged with having deciared 
Cronin ought to be “removed.” He left 
Philadelphia apparently with no friendly 
feeling for Dr. Cronin. He had had an 
angry altercation with Cronin, and Cronin 
seems to have been aware that tne fellow 
would kill him if he had the opportunity, and 
had so stated. He was intimate with P. O. 
Sullivan, the ice dealer, and with Coughlin, 
the detective policeman. What evidence the 
Pinkertons have against him has not been 
given to the public, but it is known McGee- 
han was absent from his room at McCoy’s 
Hotel, where he had been stopping, tne 
fatai night of May 4. It is furthermore be- 
lieved he is the man who bought the farni- 
turé at Revell’s and rented the rooms on 
Clark street where this furniture was taken, 
and whence it was sent to the Ashland ave- 
nue cottage where the murder was commit- 
ted. 

Coughlin, the police detective, who is now 
a prisoner, is a member of the Clan-na-Gael. 
It is known he was atenmity with Dr. Cronin. 
It is believed the young woman who said she 
saw Dr. Cronia on the cable cars late in the 
evening of May 41s a relative of Coughlin's 
partner. It is known his story of hiring the 
white horse and buggy for the use of his 


Hancock friend Smith is untrue, for Smith 


himself denies it. 

Sullivan, the ice dealer, was intimate, it is 
claimed, with both McGeehan and Coughlin. 
At first he vehemently protested he was not a 
member of any of the Irish political secret so- 
cieties, but Coakley’s statements so pinned 
him down that he had to confess it, and it is 
now known he was a prominent member of the 
Clan-na-Gael, being one of its doorkeepers or 
guards. Mr. Sullivan may be as innocent of 
the crime as the babe unborn, but until cer- 
tain circumstances are explained away it is 
not remarkable the police should regard him 
with suspicion as knowing more than he is yet 
willing to tell. The bargain which he made 
with Dr. Cronin a month before the murder 
certainly was an extraordinary one. 
not an ice manufacturer, but only a peddler, 
buying from regular dealers and having, it 
is said, but three wagons and four 
men operating them. That under such 
circumstances he should need to 
make a yearly contract with Dr. Cronin for 
medical or surgical services is absurd on its 
face. That he should have stipulated for Dr. 
Cronin’s prompt attendauce at any hour of 
the day or night upon the presentation of 
one of P. O. Sullivan’s business cards, and 
that an unknown man with one of these 
cards, thus carrying out the stipulation, 
lured the doctor to his death 1s strange, to 
say the least. It is to be hoped Sullivan, who 
| up to this time has borne a good reputation, 
may be able to brush away all these sinister 
appearances and clearly show his innocence. 

Thus far everything points to the Cian-na- 
Gael as the seatof. the conspiracy. What 
the motive was is comparatively immaterial 
It may be the inner circle decreed his death 
because of their conviction that he knew of 
their dishonest use of Irish funds and was 
about to expose them, or it may be they “re- 
moved’? him because of suspicion that he 
was one of the four spies alleged to be iu 
this country, though Dr. Cronin’s openness 
of character, honesty and bluntness of 
‘speech, freedom of opinion and criticism, 
and the host of friends he had among his 
countrymen, all militate against any such 
theory. Whatever may have been the ani- 
mus the murder is none the less horrible,’ 
and if it is proved to hg had its origin in- 
side these Irish f ey willincura 
degree of public odi will not be sat- 
isfied with the pro nishment of the 
murderérs themselv matter how high 
in station or how influ@Mtial those persons 
may be who were knowing to it, public opin- 
ion will hold them just as responsible as 
those who committed the dreadfu! deed. 


PROSPECTS OF AN EXTRA SESSION. 

A few months ago it was considered prac- 
tically certain that Congress would be called 
in extra session in October, but it is now 
quite doubtful whether that will be done. 
The question has a political as well asa 
financial side. The need of some legislation 
to revise the tariff and to relieve Corporal 
Tanner from the duty of rslieving the Treas- 
ury of its surplus is urgent, and there is 
some ground for the fear that the Treasury 
Department may not be able to relieve itself 
by the continued purchase of bonds. The 
bondholders already have something of a 
corner on the Government and are demand- 
ing excessive premiums. If Secretary Win- 
dom should find it increasingly difficult 
during the summer to buy bonds, even at 
the unreasonable rates, and so relieve the 
congestion in the Treasury, there would be 
danger of a strimgency in the money market 
were it not for the rulings of Corporal Tan- 
ner, and without his depleting aid an extra 
session of Congress would be necessary. 

Owing, however, to Tanner’s constructions 
of the pension laws and to political compli- 
cations and the obstructionist policy agreed 
upon by the Democrats in Congress, it is dif- 
ficult to see what Congress could do if called 
in gession in October. 

e session there will be a struggle over the 
adoption of the rules and settling the ques- 
tion whether the House is to be controlled 
by the majority or the minority. The Demo- 
crats are determined to retain the present 
rules, which enable a few filibusters to dic- 
tate and control the action of the House. The 
Republicans realize that they are responsible 
for the legislation of Congress, and 
having a majority in the House they 
intend if possible to emancipate it from 
the tyranny of the present anti-Repub- 
ican, non-Democratic rules. The Republic. 
an majority, however, is so narrow that if a 
few members should pe kept away by sick- 
ness or other unavoidable cause and not be 
able to take partin the organization of the 
House the present opstructionist rules might 
be again fastened on that body and munority 
rule in Congress established for two years to 
come. Legislation could then be had only 
by the consent of filibusters, What rea 
son would there be to suppose that under 
such circumstances the House could act 
promptly or satisfactorily in reducing the 
revenues of the Government or passing on 
any other important question? No matter 
how grave the situation of the Treasury 
might be a few obstructionists seeking noto- 
riety or endeavoring te compel the adoption 
of rascally measures of their own could de- 
feat any action by the House. What dif- 
ference can it make whether Congress meets 
in October or December if the majority is 
not tocontrol? At the last session filibus- 
toring was carried to such an. extent that it 
is now fully established that under the pres- 
eat rules a few Congressional cranks, noto- 
riety hunters, or obstinate partisans can 
deadlock legisiation whenever they see fit. 
The rules that permit such abuses must be 
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I Congress does not mee until the time 
for the regular session in December the Re- 
publicans will be reinforced by eight Sena- 
tors and five Representatives from the new 
States. This will give the Republicans a 
majority probably sufficient to cover cases of 
sickness and unavoidable absenteeism. With 
the members from the new States in their 
seats the Republicans may undertake safely 
to reform the rules and give the control of 
the House to the majority. But if the House 
should meet in October and have the old 
rules fastened on it by Democratic conspir- 
ators it would be helpless and at the mercy 
of obstructionists for two years. Under 
such circumstances it would be idle to hope 
that any legislation, however urgent or im- 
portant, could be adopted.

The Arkansas Gazelie, commenting upon a 
recent article in Taz Curcaco TRIBUNE enti- 
tled More Arkansas Election Outrages,” 
which referred to the murder of Neely at 
Forest City, pronounces our criticisms un- 
fair. It bases its position upon the assertion 
that the election campaign, though circum- 
scribed in its limits, had been a bitter one, 
that the riot was not brought on with pre- 
meditation, and that there might have been 
no killing had not the impetuous son of the 
anti-Democratic leader, under the misap- 
prehension that his father was in danger, 
rushed upon the scene and fired the first 
shot.“ The Gazette is honest enough to admit 
there was no justification in the subsequent 
killing of Neely, whichis the core of Tas

“The gentlemen” were on hand Satur- 
day, and the restis known. Four men were 
killed, among them Neely, the latter in cold 
blood. He was not even resisting arrest or 
aefending himself.

In the pres 
ence of the mob which confronted him in his 
hiding-place he was utterly helpless and in- 
capable of injuring anyone. His murder 
was the outcome of the significant advice in 
the Democratic Zimes and the malignant, 
fiendish hatred of negroes in the hearts of 
the cowardly mob.

In the 
crimes that have most disgraced Arkansas within 
tbe last twelve months—the criminal assaults, 
the ballot-box thefts, the assassinations—the 
mobs have all had their origin in the certainty 
that the law would not be executed against the 
offenders. Weare going to talk plainiy about 
this matter, for the time has come when no other 
kind of talk will avail If the men who stole 
ballot-boxes in Pulaski, Conway, Arkausas, and 
Union Counties had believed that they would go 
to the penitentiary for their crimes they would 
not have committed them. What is the result:? 
Worse things follow. The passions of the mob 
are inflamed, deadly personal feuds are engen- 
dered, and murder and assassination follow. J/ 
in these localities where we have had these out- 
breaks there was absolute acquiescence in the will of 
the majority, as there is in other sections, we 
should be spared the terribie inflictions to wbich 
we have lately been subjected. 

The Gazetteasaruleis afair paper, but its 
influence in restoring order and the rule of 
the majority and in wiping out the stigma 
upon the State would be greater if it would 
look these outrages squarely in the face and 
condemn them, instead of taking a half-way 
course in the matter.

WHEAT AND IRON. 

Wheat and iron, often spoken of as tne 
barometers of trade, are now exceptionally 
low priced. This circumstance might be con- 
sidered an indication of dull times it it were 
not clear the depression is caused by an en- 
larged supply rather than any falling off in 
the demand. Pig-iron has seldom if ever 
sold lowerin this country than at present. 
The demand for iron in railroad extensions, 
shipbuilding, house construction, etc., affords 
a good test of commercial activity in general, 
and high prices would indicate good times 
and low prices the reverse if the fall was 
not clearly owing to augmented production. 
The latter is the case at present. New and 
extensive iron deposits have been opened and 
new furnaces established, and by use of 
improved methods iron of superior quality 
is now produced cheaper than would have 
been possible a few years ago and is soid at 
lower rates. The old and the new plants are 
running in competition, but it is only a ques- 
tion of time when the former will be forced 
out of business just as the old charcoal 
works were replaced, by the anthracite 
furnaces. Individuals with capital invested 


in old-fashioned and expensive iron-works 


will suffer ‘loss, but iron will be improved in 
quality and made cheaper to buyers. The 
old high prices will not return, but the 
current low rates do not indicate a lessened 
demand orany depression in the iron-using 
industries. 

Wheat in New York has fallen from $1.20, 
the speculative price of last October, and is 
now only a shade above 80 cents, with alarge 
supply on hand and a big crop in prospect. 
Had wheat been sold last fall at the price 
Europe then offered the stock on Hand 
could have been worked off and the 
coming crop would have commanded 
better prices than can now be anticipated. 
But in holding back and waiting for a better 
price the farmers have made certain of a 
lower if the yield this year is as great as 
now appears probable. The situation with 
the wheat farmers is something like that 
with the iron producers. New wheat piants, 
so to speak, have been established in the 
Northwest, and they produce so cheaply 
that the wheat-producing sections in the 
Eastern and Middle States cannot compete 
with them. Even in Illinois and Iowa the 
wheat acreage grows less and less, while a 
larger proportion of land is used for corn 
and stock growing. Many farmers in the 
Eastern and Middle Staves will have to fol- 
low the same course and abandon wheat- 
growing and use their lands for other crops. 
With reduced transportation charges and 
cheap lands the wheat producers of the 
Northwest will surely make wheat-growing 
unprofitable on high priced Eastern lands. 
So long as wheat is so extensively grown in 
nearly all available sections east and west 
the price necessarily must remain low. 

The prospects are that wheat-growing will 
be more and more confined to the sections 
where it can be done cheapest until the home 
demand begins to press on the supply. For 
a considerable time to come, however, the 
indications are that wheat-growing will be 
localized and restrictea more and more to 
the lands best adapted to this product. Just 
as old-fashioned iron-works are being crowd-

GORGED COOK COUNTY COURTS. 
There is a painful lack of brotnerly good 
will among the Judges of tne Circuit and 
Superior Courts of this county. There is an 
unwillingness to divide the burdens of ht- 


igation so that they shall bear equally on tne | 


shoulders of all. Asa result plaintiffs and 
defendants suffer. There-areten Judges of 
the Circuit and seven of the Superior Court. 
Two of the latter and one of the former are 
detailed for duty in the Appellate Court. It 
so happens at this time that two Superior 
Court Judges are hearing criminal cases. 
About as many suits, however, are begun 
before one set of Judges as before the other. 
The result is the Superior Court docket 1s 
unduly crowded and it is impossible to tell 
when a case begun there will come to a hear- 
ing. The Superior Court Judges, being in 
these straits and fearful they will goon be 
four or five years behind, have sent up a 
Macedonian cry to their Circuit Court breth- 
ren to come over and heip them, The latter 
decline, insinuating they have business 
enough of their own. The County Board 
has been asked to pay the expenses of out- 
side Judges who may be willing to come in. 
It refuses because it thinks the Circuit 
Judges should do the extra work. 

Thus stands the case. Laws which invite 
everybody to sue everybody by making it 
as cheap to go into court as to hire an opera 
box are filling the dockets with cases a frac- 
tion of which are meritorious. The Legisla- 
ture fails to pass a law which will enable 
cases the hearing of which will take but a 
short time, and which are ready for trial, to 
be taken up. out of their order. The new 
suits are not equally divided between the 
two courts in proportion to the number of 
Judges, and those just starting in the Supe- 
rior Court will be disposed of some time 
about the beginning of the next century. 
For this unequal distribution, however, there 
will soon be a partial cure. When lawyers 
learn one court is thus waterlogged they wiil 
begin their suits in the other, and it will not 
be long before that is crushed with labor. 
Then it will appeal to the Superior Court to 
come to its aid, and will be answered in the 
words of the song: 


He who hath tobacco and giveth his neighbor 
none, 

He shau't have any of my tobacco when his 
tobacco’s gone. 


In the meanwhile the Court-House corri- 
dors and steps are crowded with suitors who 
want to know when the Superior Court will 
reach their cases. They will probably be 
there—such of them as are alive—three years 
from now. This unkind conduct on the part 
of the Circuit Court Judges, of course, wi 
deprive those of the other court of thei 
summer vacations. They cannot think fora 
moment of shutting up shop for a month or 
so when they are so far behind in their work. 
It would be eminently judicial but not judi- 
cious. It really would be a good idea for all 
the Judges to give up their vacations this 
year, stay hard at work, clear up their dock- 
ets, and earn the thanks of thousands of 
men and women who are sick of “the law’s 
delays.”? It would be a telling bid for popu- 
larity. 


Out for Aunexation. 

When the question of annexation to Chicago 
Was presented to the voters of Lake View 
eighteen months ago the Lake View Jndependent 
opposed it with great zeal and activity, making 
strenuous and successful resistance. The editor 
of the paper advocates annexation now under 
the Knight-Bliss bill. He was opposed to an- 
nexing the Township of Lake View to the Town 


of North Chicago, but thatobjection is obviated | 


by the present law. He urged many other ob- 
jections, and advocated trying the experiment bf 
a city form of government. We copy what the 
independent now says of tne disappointing result 
of that experiment: 

Judge Prendergast has ordered an election in 
Lake View, as well as sundry other suburbs, to 
take place June 29, to determine whether to an- 
nex to Chicago or not to annex. 

It is well known to the public that the Inde 
pendent has always favored a local form of gov- 
ernment for our city. When the question was 
before the people a couple of years ago we were 
strongiy inclined to tne belief that that was the 
proper thing to do, as it gave us one more chance 
to better ourselves. We could change from a 
town to an inde 8 city, and if that proved 
a failure we could then change again by becom- 
ing a part of Chicago. The great majority of 
Lake View people believed as did the Independent. 
We have had two years and over ot local govern- 
ment. During that time our taxes have in- 
creased in much greater ratio than has the 
value of the average voter's homestead. There 
have been too many offices created to be filled 
with incompetent men, who have had charge of 
the expenditures of large amounts of money, 
which they have not expended with sufficient 
economy and intelligence to satisfy the taxpay- 
ers. Acts of extortion and high-handed use of 
authority have been of far too frequent occur- 
rence to be pleasing to. liberty-loving people. 
Other acts and omissions have had an irritating 


influence upon the people until today there is a. 
restlessness and uneasiness among the people 


that portends a change. Many are so seriously 
— — pointed at the ap een of the Mayor, 
and his using his office for the rewarding of polit- 
ical strikers in his favor, that today there is but 
little doubt that the mind of the public 1s fully 
set and determined to abandon local government 
and trust themselves to the government of Chi- 
cago, of which they will become but a smal! por- 
tion. The city officers undoubtedly. hoped to get_ 
the election postponed until next fali in hopes 
of a change in the minds of the people that would 
occur after the raw feeling of disgust had worn 
off. But that hope is taken away by the act.of 
Judge Prendergast, and now there is no doubt 
that July will see eo only Lake View but Hyde 
Park, Jefferson, and Lake a part of Chicago. 

If annexation must come, the sooner the bet- 
ter. If we are to have our public works con- 
structed, the sooner we have reliable supervis- 
ion the better. 


Too Many Professionals. 

The German Government, which is an exceed- 
ingly paternal one and thinks it can regulate the 
affairs ot its subjects in matters pertaining both 
to this world and to the next better than they 
can manage them for themselves, is troubled 
about the large number of doctors and the steady 
increase in medical students. It thinks there 
are too many in proportion to the population, 
and that men who would make- good farmers, 
merchants, or workmen are turning to pursuits 
which are already overdone. The same state of 
affairs exists in this country. The doctors com- 
plain that there are too mony in their business 
and they do not see how to stop it, except to re- 
quire a higher standard of excellence and more 
years of study from the students of the future. 
It is hard to bring this about, however, unless all 
the medical colleges will lengthen their course 
of instruction. Since many of them are run 
quite as much to make money as to make doc- 
tors, and the one that did not extend its period of 
study would be the favorite. with the students, it 
is not likely sucha plan will be adopted. The 
German authorities, however, not having to de- 
pendon voluntary effort, have refused to allow 
the opening of any more medical schools, and 
have even shown an unwillingness to make the 
customary appropriations for some of those 
which are now in existence. If these measures 
do not avail they probably will feel called on to 
limit the number of yearly graduates.

MARQUETTE, Mich., May 27.—[Special.J—A

Appointees—The New Asylum Building. 
At yesterday's meeting of the County Board 

President Senne presented the resignation of 

Mr. John Benham as Superintendent of Public 

Service and nominated Mr. George P. Jones to 

fill the vacancy. 

On motion of Commissioner Cool a. vote of 
thanks was tendered to Mr. Benham for his et- 
ficient service in his office. 

Mr. Jones, the newly appointed successor of 
Mr. Benham, has had charge of the country col- 
lections of Keith Bros., Edson Keith & Co., and 
Marshall Field & Co. He was appointed by 
President Senne on tne recommendation of Mr. 
H. N. Higginbotham.

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The Gas Trust Weuld Give Gas for Noth- 


ing if lt Would Pay. 

The efforts made by the Mayor and certain 
members of the City Council to get a better rate 
for private consumers of gas from the Gas Trust 
by withholding the contract for the public light- 
ing has failed. The Gas Trust, through the Peo- 
pie’s Gaslight & Coke Company, writes as fol- 
lows; 

. J. Onahan, City Controller—D EAR SIR: Your 
favor of the 21st inst. received and contents care- 
fully noted. In reply thereto would say that the 
action of the City Council in authorizing the 
prover officers of the city to contract with this 
company for gas at the rate of $1 per cubic foot, 
providing the same price was allowed to private 
consumers, has been carefully considered by our 
Board of Directors. The unanimous conclusion 

them is that the price offered 

by for for ublic use is 
exceeding! in view of the following facts: 
First, that in that portion of the city where this 
company has already laid its mains at a la 
expense, ana has the right to expect some reim 
pursement for its outlay, the public authorities 
have discontinued the gas lamps and introduced 
electric lights, while at the same time we are 
compelled to extend our mains into the out- 
skirts of the city, thus creat an additional 
taxable value for the benefit of the city without 
any corresponding advantage to the company; 
and, further, that the quality of gas furnished by 
this company is much better than that which is 
erdinanly sold. Good commercial gas does not 
exceed eighteen candle power, while our gas 
never runs below twenty-three candle power. 
This fact has been repeatedly substantiated 
by many tests, not only by this company 
but by the city authorities. Moreover, this com 
~~ is perfectly willing that further tests may 

made, and if our claim is not sustained to bear 
not only the entire expense of such tests but a 
forfeit besides. 

Still. in view of all the circumstances, this 
company is willing to make a reasonable price 
to the city, and it hereby offers to furnish ali the 

as required for public consumption in the West 

ivision at the rate of $1.10 per thousand cubio 
feet, all bills for same to be paid quarterly, with 
a discount of 10 cents per thousand cubic feet if 
paid within thirty days within the close of such 
quarter, thus making the net rate 61 per thou- 
sand cubic feet. N 

As to the question of the price to private con- 
sumers, we submit that it 1s purely one between 
the company and its patrons; but in this connec- 
tion it would not be imyroper to state that our 
Board of Directors is of the opinion that it 
should be the fixed policy of the company to re- 
duce the price of gas as rapidly as the circum- 
stances may warrant such action. Tne cost of 
gas depends largely upon the expense of delivery; 
and as the consumption has by ao means in- 
creased in the same proportion as the extension 
ot our mains over the widespread territory of the 
West Division, it is impossible to materially re- 
duce the price of gas at the present time. Re-

The letter from the Consumers’ Company was 
more brief. It makes the remark that it only 
furnishes gas for something over 300 lamps on 
streets, and that the desirability of securing this 
contract would not be commensurate with the 
loss by a reduction of the present rates to the 
private consumers. In closing President Jud- 
son says: Our directors would make a reduc- 
tion in the price of gas for domestic use if they 
could do so without prejudice to the interests of 
A which at presents seems impos- 
sible.’

Justice Miller will spend the summer at Warm 
Springs, Va. 

Mr. Justice Field will start for his circuit on 
the Pacific coast early in June. 

Mr. Justice Bradley has already visited his 
circuit (the Pennsyivania) this recess and may 
go there again before October. 

Mr. Justice Harlan, in pursuance of his ar- 
rangement with Chief Justice Fuller for a par- 
tial exchange of labors, has held court in West 
Virginia. The Supreme Court has assigned to 
Justice Harlan, in addition to his own district, 
the Ohio district peading the vacancy existing 
there. It 1s not known that any necessity exists 
for bis presence on the Illinois Circuit, and if he 
visits it this summer he will not go before July. 
Tne 5th of June the Justice will attend the mar- 
riage of hisson, the Rev. Richard Harlan of New 
York City, at Geneva, N. Y. 

Asis already known Mr. Justice Gray will be 
married early in June to the daughter of the late 
Associate Justice Matthews in thiscity. The 
business on his circuit is in such condition that 
his presence can be spared, and he will spend his 
honeymoon in Europe. 

Mr. Justice Biatchford and Mr. Justice Lamar 
have already departed for their respective cir- 
cuits, but their movements subsequent to the 
discharge of their duties thereon are not known.

8. Ireland was nearly ringed round by Danish 
settlements, though chiefly on the coast, as is 
shown by the names of places ending with 
ford.“ Had their stay been longer—had y 
not been routed at Ciontarf—they might have 
produced a deeper impression on the people. 
The chemist knows that twelve atoms of carbon 
and ten each of bydrogen and oxygen make 
starch.

Why 
he cannot tell. So it may be that the addition of 
a few more atoms of Scandinavian biood in the 
Lowlands of Scotland and a few less in the South 
of Ireland made the differenve between the Low- 
land Scotch and the men of Tipperary.

The Baptists are also essentially like 
the Presbyterians in theirform of church gov- 
ernment, and would naturally fight with them 
for colonial independence. But in 1775 there 
were not many Buptisis in the colonies outsiae 
of little Rhode Island. 

6. Two Tory historians, Judge Jones and 
Gailoway, unite in the statement that the “ two 
sects of non-conformists—the Presbyterians and 
Congregationalists—were the ones who made all 
the mischief, and were intensely disioyal, wulle 
members of other sects were not ‘disuffected. 
Methodism was hardiy known in this country as 
a distinct organization prior to 1776, and while 
the Baptists Bea had an early lodgment in Rhode 
Island, their first church in Virginia was.not 
established till 1760. The Dutch Reiormed Church 
was local to New York. Of Catholics there were 
afew in Maryland. In New England they were 
practically unknown. Thus the Presbyterians 
and Congregatonalists were the two great dis- 
senting sects. Their members hated prelates, 
Popes, and Kings. There were among them de- 
sceudants of the men who had fought at Mars- 
ton Moors, Naseby, Londonderry, and Bothwell 
Bridge, and of men and women who had been 
tortured and burned by Bighops and by priests. 
They thought when they rebelled that they were 

fighting ‘he battles of the Great Jehovah ”’ as 
well as ot the Continental Congress.“

NO INDUSTRIAL HUME FOR THE BLIND 


The Senate Refuses to Consent to the 
Naming of Trustees by the Governor. 


SPRINGFIELD, l., May 7.— [Special. — 
There will be noindustr.al home for the 
blind at Chicago, although its friends have 
labored earnestly during the session, assisted 
by the blind people, to secure the institution. 
The bill making an appropriation of $200,000 
for the establishment of the home was 
passed at the last session of the General As- 
sembly, but as the Governor never appointed 
the trustees a bill was introduced at this 
session and passed the House providing for 
the returninto the State Treasury of the 
amount appropriated. The bill reached third 
in the Senate and was afterward recalied to 
second reading, Whereit hasever since re- 
mained. The friends of the blind have pre- 
vented it from being passed, and Satur- 
day the Governor nominated and sent to 
the Senate as the trustees William H. Beebe 
of Cook. Wilson S. Kay of Iroquois, Mathew

ingston, and Adlai T. Ewing ot Cook. As 
soon as the communication was received 
Senator Johns moved that tune Senate into 
execulive session, and Oy a vote of 14 to 16 
the Senate refused to advise and consent in 
the nominations. :

A Committee of Five to Investigate and 
Report to the Next Assembiy. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 27.—[Special.}—In 
order to avoid any further conflict over the 
Miller Reformatory bills Senator Sheets to- 
day introduced the following, which was 
concurred in by the House: 

WHEREAS, There is a general desire that a re- 
formatory prison be established in the State of 
Illineis; and 

WHEREAS, The contracts for convict labor will 
soon expire and cannot be renewed, and a large 
number of prisoners will be leit without employ 
ment, to be supported by the State in idleness 
and at great expense unless some wise and just 
legislation be enacted; therefore 

esolved, By the Senate, the House of Rep 
sentatives concurring, that a committee of five 
be appointed, three by the Speaker of the House 
and two by the President of the Senate, to visit 
and investigate ourowa prisons and the prisons 
and prison systems of other States and report to 
the next Genera] Assembly recommending such 
a law as shail secure to us the best methods for 
the establishment of a reformatory ana for the 
general management of our penitentiaries when- 
ever the present contract system shall expire. 

That the members of said committee shall be 
paid their actuai expenses while enguged in such 
service out of the fund for committee expenses 
of the General Assembly on a bili of particulars 
certified to by the Chairman of said committee.

Namerous Measures of More or Less Im- 
8 portance Got Out of the Way. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 27.—[Special.]—The 
Senate today passed the following bills: Pro- 
viding. that in all partition cases the costs, 
including reasonable attorneys’ fees, shall 
be apportioned equitably among the parties 
in interest; preventing the adulteration of 
lard by requiring all compound lard to be so 
marked and labelea; providing for the disso- 
jutuon of drainage districts upon the petition 
of four-fifths of the property-owners 
owning three-fourths of the area; re- 
quiring the trimming of hedge fences 
at certain intervals, and that they 
shail not exceed five feet in 
hignt; changing tne time of election returns 
by judges from two to one day; changing tne 
claims of servants and laborers in adminis- 
tration cases from the seventh to the third 
class, and providing for costs in the first 
class; requiring the petition of a majority of 
ine legal voters to chacge or alter the boun- 
dary lines of a towns the Lincoin Park 
Driveway bill; allowing the judges and 
clerks at school elecuons in distr.cts where 
une new City Election law is in force $8 per 
day; and permitting corporations organized 
for one line of manufacture to engage in 
another upon the vote of two or three of the di- 
rectors and upon applicauion to the Secretary 
of State.

THE WESTMINSTER CONFESSION OF FAITH 


The Question of Revision More and More 
a Living laste. 

As the question of revising this confession 
is becoming more and more a living issue 
throughout the whole Presbyterian world, 
and will within the next few days be dis- 
cussed in Scotiand, the States, and Canada 
with much force, great keenness, and, it is to 
be feared, some acrimony, many of our read- 
ers may thank us if we give, in extenso, that 
chapter of the confession to which objection 
is at present specially taken. We are sure 
many Koow nothing about the matter in dis- 
pute, and will be glad to for them- 
selves, and likely for the first time, 
the supposediy obnoxious statements 
over which such a bother is being made in 
the way both of objection and defense. The 
following, then, is the text of the much 
critici “Third Chapter,“ which the Gen- 
eral Assembiy, at present meeting in New 
York, may have had under its consideration 
before this sees the light; We advise our 
readers to cut it out and retain it for future 
reference. They will foliow the coming 
discussions with much more comfort and in- 
telligence if they do: 

CHAP. IIL—OF GOvD’S ETERNAL DECREE. 

I. God from all r did. by the most 
wise and holy counsel of His own will, freeiy 
and unchangeably ordain whatsoever comes 
to pass; yet so as thereby neither is God the 
author of sin, nor is violence offered to the 
will of the creatures, nor is the liberty or 
contingency of second causes taken away, 
but rather established. 

II. Aithougn God knows whatsoever may 
or can come to pass upon ali supposed condi- 
tions, yet bath he not decreed anything be- 
cause he foresaw it as future, or as that 
which would come to pass upon such conadi- 
tions. 

III. By the decree of God for the manifes- 
tation of His glory some men and angels are 

redestinated unto everlasting life and others 
oreordained to everlasting death. 

IV. These angels and men predestinated 
and foreordained are particulariy and un- 
changeably designed, and their number is so 
certain and definite that it cannot be either 
increased or diminished. 

V. Those of mankind thaf are predestinated 
unto life Goa, before the foundation of the 
world was laid, according to His eternal and 
immutable purpose and the secret counsel 
and good pleasure of His will, hath cnosen in 
Christ uoto everlasting glory, out of His mere 
free grace and love, without any foresight of 
faith or good works, or perseverance in either 
of them, or any other thing in he creature, 
as conditions or causes moving him thereunto, 
and ali to the praises of His glorious grace. 

VL As God hath appointed the elect unto 

lory. so hath He, by the eternal and most 
ree purpose of His will, foreordained all 
ihe means thereunto. Wherefore they who 
are elected being fallen in Adam are re- 
deemed by Christ; are effectually called 
into faith in Christ by His Spirit working in 
due season; are justified, adopted, sancti- 
fied, and kept by His powers through faith 
unto salvation. Neither are any other re- 
deemed by Christ effectuaily called, justi- 
fled, adopted, sanctified, and saved but the 
elect only. 

ViL The restof mankind God was pl 
according to the unsearchable counsel of His 
own will, whereby He extendeth or wiith- 
noldeth mercy as He pieaseth for the glory of 
His sovereign power over His creatures, to 
pass by and to urdain them to dishonor and 
wrath for their sin and to the praise of His 
giorious justice. 

VILL. The doctrine of this high mystery of 
predestinauon is to be handied with special 
prudence and Care that men attending the 
will of God revealed in His word, and 
yielding obedience thereunto, may from the 
certainty of their effectual vocation be as- 
sured oi their eternal election. So shall this 
doctrine afford matter of praise, reverence 
and admiration of God, ana of humility, di)- 
igence, and abundant consolation to all that 
sincerely obey the Gospel.

REPUBLICANS BELIEVE THE NATION 
SHOULD CONTROL ELECTIONS. 


— — 
President Harrison Will Sound the Key- 
note in That Direction in His First Mes- 
sage—e Is Determined to Secure Hon- 
est Elections in the South, and to the 
Colored Mea the Enjoyment of Their 


Rights as Citizens—Rights of Senators to 
Patronage. 


Wasuixertox, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
Republican policy concerning we election 
farce in the South is now well understood. 
If there is power enough in the Federal Gov- 
ernment to secure honest elections the farce 
must come toanend. The President is thor- 
oughly in accord with his party in Congress, 
and has told a number of Senators of his inten- 
tion to make as strong and conspicuous as pos- 
sible in his first message a demand for Fed- 
eral controt of Congressional elections. In 
ali probability this new departure in tne man- 
ner ot electing Representatives will be the 
roteworthy feature of the first year of the 
new Administration. It will transcend the 
tariff and silver in interest and in bitterness 
of debate if notin importance. The Repub- 
lican view of the future is thus explained by 
Senator Evarts, who recently talked with the 
President on this subject: 

“ The President will sound the keynote in 
his message, ana the Republicans will take 
up the matter just as soon as possible. For 
years and years we have been denouncing 
the election frauds of the South and doing 
practically nothing to stop them. It is high 
time we were doing something besides ex- 
pressing our indignation. We will make 
this a party question in both House ana Sen- 
ate, bringing the power of the caucus to 
bear, and push through the Sherman bill or 
one modeled upon it. I understand two or 
three of the Republican Representatives 
from the Southern and border States declare 
they will not vote for a bill placing control 
of Congressional elections directly under 
Federal authority, but even if they persist in 
this, and the caucus prove unavailing ia 
bringing them about, we shall still be 
able to carry our point as soon as 
the Representutives from the new States 
have taken their seats. As to 
the detaiis of the proposed new law thereare 
of course many differences of opinion, but in 
the Republican party there is substantial 
unanimity on the principie that the Nation 
and not the State must hereafter control 
Federal elections, and that certificates of 
election must come from Federal officiais 
rather than trom local Governors. The de- 
bate on this question will probably be 4 great 
one. Already, to my knowledge, a half — 
Senators and twice as many Representatives 
are preparing their speeches.” 

RIGHTS AS CITIZENS. 

Toa Southern delegation of colored men 
which called on him a few days ago the Pres- 
dent saia: “Be patient about the offices. I 
think I see how we can, in the near fat- 
ure, secure you bonest elections and full en- 
joyment of your rights as citizens, and this is 
of vastly dor importance to you than pos- 
session of Federal offices.”’ 

The colored brethren -from the South are 
feeling much better than they were a few 
weeks ago. They have discovered that the 
President, after seemingly going complete} 
into the white man’s party movement, whic 
Fred Douglass describes as the Devil taking 
the President up into a mountain, has lost a 
good deal of confidence in that experiment 
and is now swinging back closer to the old 
moorings. The President found the white 
man’s party” leaders suspiciously hungry 
for office. Their headquarters is Birming- 
ham, Ala., and the movement.is known as 
the “Birmingham movement.” The Presi- 
dent gave the * white men” the Postmaster- 
ship there, but when he found that of fifteen 
candidates for District Attorney and Marshal 
of the Northern District of Alabama ten 
were members of this new party he con- 
cluded the new party was at least somewhat 
premature in its demand for rewards, seeing 
that it came into existence since the last 
election. 

For a long time the colored man was afraid 
he was going to be ignored in the distribu- 
tion of patronage. eek after week passed 


‘and not one post of real desirability could 


the colored man get. The best he could do 
was a fourth class postmastership or a rail- 
way mail clerkship. Meaawhile white men 
were bewwg appointed to a number of good 
places—Collectorships, Presidential — 
Offices, etc. But at last the ice is broken. 
Lyach and Armstrong are made heads of 
divisions. A New Jersey colored man named 
Murrell is given a good piace in the Land- 
Office, and Thursday last the President made 
his first appointment of a colored man to a 
Presidential post-office—the office at Beau- 
fort, S. C. 

IJ am now satisfied the President will do 
what is right by the colored Republicans,“ 
says National Committeeman Cuney of Tex- 
as. He bas discovered that we were right 
when we told him the white man’s movement 
was simply a bait for the Federal offices. 
Colored men are much encouraged, too, by 
the prospect of Federal control of Congres- 
sional elections. There are thirty districts 
in tne South which we can carry with honest 
elections. Such a thing as an honest eéiec- 
tion is almost unknown in the South where 
there is genuine rivalry between the parties. 
Things have come to such a pass that in 80 
far as elections are concerned the moral per- 
ceptions have disappeared from the best 
men of our region. Suppose I go to a mer- 
chant in a Southern town and tell him he has 
cheated a customer out of a dime, or that he 
has told a falsehood. He knocks me down or 
shoots me on we spot. But suppose he has 
been a judge of election, and I suy to him: 
‘You have violated your oath of office and 
are a perjurer. You have stolen the rights 
of hundreds of your fellow-citizens and in 
doing so have committea frauds. You are 
guilty of perjury.’ Does the man knock me 
down or shoot me for this? No. He laughs 
and says: Well, what are you going to do 
about itt“ We need some such law as the 
Sherman bill proposes to protect not only the 
colored voters of the South from frauas but 
to save these men who call themseives the 
superior race from themselves. Wuat can 
you expect of the poor colored man when the 
men standing highest in a commuaity, the 
leaders of public sentiment and exemplars of 
public morals, commit these hideous crimes 
aud uoblushingly contess them.“ 

SENATORIAL PATRONAGE. 

While there are several Repubiican Sena- 
tors who do not feet toward the President 
just as they ought to feel, all on account of 
some slight irritations growing out of the 
office filling campaign, nobody familiar with 
the conditions expects any serious trouble to 
ensue. If the Senators who have taken of- 
fense at tne President's alleged overriding of 
their rights will but exercise patience it is 
probable they will find tne President willing 
and determined to do them exact justice 
the end. The President knows what a Sena- 
tor’s rights are and is able to take a broad 
ana generous view of tne difficulties with 
which a legislative purvevor of executive 
patronagé is necessarily surrounded. It hap- 
pens that about seven vears ago Gen. Harri- 
son, then a Senator from Indiana, was feeling 
uncomiortable on account of the same sort 
of a predicament with President Arthur 
that a lew Senators now find themselves in 


with President Harrison. Between the Sen- 


ator from indiana and the President there 
was a decided difference of opinion concern- 
ing the Senatorial right to distribute the pat- 
ronage of bis State, and the contention at one 
— so unpleasant that Gen. Harri- 
son told a number of his friends Arthur had 
denied him we exercise of his Senatorial 
pre 1 and that he should not go to 
the White House again unless invited to do 
so by the President. It is not at ail likely 
that Gen. Harrison, who as Senator was 80 
valiant a stickier for the tradiuonal rights of 
his will as President be found serious- 
ly abridging the prerogatives of any member 
of the National Legislature. 

It is, bowever, noteworthy that while the 
President res

The old order of things 
had changed forever and had given place to a 
new order, destined to ch the whole current 
of Irish history and to render her for centuries a 
blank among the nations of Europe. From this 
period two separate and distinct races occu 
the soil of Ireland. The new arrivals were of 
the reformed faith, while the old race to » man 
rallied around the banner of the Roman Catholic 
faith. This schism has ever since been the 
“pane and pestilence of Ireland,” and the two 
races have to the present time remained sep- 
arate and intact. 

At the accession of James there were scarce- 
ly any protestants among the old inhabitants of

After the capitulation with O'Neill had been 
signed James I. was quick to see his opportunity. 
His first object was, 1f possible, to establish the 
Reformation and also to place im the northern 
part of the country a garrison that de could rely 
on min case of a war with Spain.
